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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This appUcation currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. AppUcant is advised of the obUgation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the appUcability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (£) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lundstrom 
(patent no. 4773018) in view of Dyer (patent no.4947094). 

As per claims 1,2, 12 and 17, figures 1 and 3 and columns 4-5 of the Lundstrom 
reference clearly disclose the claimed navigation system and the receiver including at least one 
light source (item 4 or 18), a photosensitive detector (item 5 or 19), a memory (item 13), a 
controller (item 10) and an output device (item 16). The difference between the claimed 
invention and that disclosed in Lundstrom is that the modulated light signal in the latter is not in 
a form of predetermined code or signature as claimed. However, such feature of using the 
predetermined code or signature associated with the light signal to provide the position 
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information is notoriously well known at the time the invention was made and clearly taught in 
figures 2 and 6 of the Dyer et al reference. It would have been obvious for one having ordinary 
skill in the art to incorporate such well known feature as taught in Dyer et al into the Lundstrom 
system to facilitate the navigation function. 

As per claim 3, it would have been readily apparent for one skilled in the art that the 
navigation system in Lundstrom can be located in any chosen location including within the 
building as claimed. 

As per claim 4, it would have been obvious to include the additionally claimed audio or 
image device in the Lundstrom system in the event that the navigation instruction is needed to be 
presented in an audio or video format. 

As per claims 5, 13-14 and 16, the memory 13 as disclosed in figure 1 of Lundstrom is 
integrated with the controller 10 and output device 16 and including the path or map information 
as claimed. 

As per claims 8-1 1 and 15, the additionally claimed input device for preprogramming the 
signature or code is taught in column 2, line 64 to lines 1-3, column 3 of the Dyer et al teaching.
